earldoms of Shrewsbury, of Talbot, and 
of Waterford, as weil as to the dignity. 
of lord high steward and grand seneachal 
of the kingdom of Ireland. 

The earldom of Shrewsbury is the pre- 
mier earldom of England, and its present 
holder is the twentieth earl of his line. 
‘The late Lord Ingestre was hie only son. 
True, Lord Shrewsbury is but 55 years 
of age and still in the full vigor of man- 
hood, rated today as one of the crack pole 
players of the United Kingdom, and an 
adept in every kind of sport. 

He might, therefore, marry again and 


become the father of another son, were 


it not for the fact that he has a wife still 
living from whom he has been separated 
for years.

She is a daughter of the late Charles 
Palmer Morewood of Ladbroke hall, War- 
wickshire, and was the wife of Alfred E. 
M. Mundy, when she eloped with Lord 
Shrewsbury, who was considerably 
younger than herself, being in his twenty- 
first year. 
A divorce ensued and her marriage to 
Lord Shrewsbury followed, as soon as 
ever the decree was made absolute, which 
occurred only a few weeks prior to the 
birth of Lord Ingestre. 
The union did not prove a happy one in 
any respect. The couple parted nearly 
a quarter of a century ago, the children 
remaining devoted to their father, who 
was his son’s most intimate chum and 
friend, and, while there has been no de- 
cree of judicial separation pronounced by 
the divorce court, there has been fre- 
quent litigation between Lord Shrews- 
bury and his countess, in the course of 
which the facts that they were entirely 
separated and that Lady Shrewsbury was 
dependent upon an allowance of $15,000 
a year from her hueband were made part 
and parcel of the court proceedings. 
Subsequent to the separation ‘Lord 
Shrewsbury was wont to have his sister, 
the Marchioness of Londonderry, do the 
honors at the entertainments which he 
gave at his house in town and at his coun- 
try seat, her place in this connection being 
taken by his daughter-in-law, Lady In- 
gestre, after the viscount’s marriage.

Gen. Sir Reginald Talbot, now the next 
heir to the family honors, ie the eldest 
surviving son of the eighteenth Lord 
Shrewsbury, and an uncle therefore of 
the present earl. 
He ie a tall, handeome, soldierly look- 
ing man, who commanded in turn the 
‘Third Dragoon guards and the First Life 
guards, also the British army of occupa- 
tion in Egypt, and who from 1004 to 1908 
was governor of the Australian colony 
of Victoria. ;

BUYING CANAL MACHINERY 
ABROAD. 

Cleveland, O., Jan. 9.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Under date of Aug. 26, 1913, 
Tus Curcaco Trisune published an 
article signed Conrad Glogau regarding 
the purchase from Germany of two 250 
ton floating cranes for use at Panama. In 
publishing this article, written aa it was, 
your paper, in a way, put its stamp of 
approval on the policy of the government 
going abroad and buying this machinery, 
which was manufactured at a time when 
business was practically at a standstin in 
the United States—namely: during the 
years of 1913 and 1914. 

Skilled ruechanics and high class work- 
men are walking the streets in all our 
large cities, looking for work which is not 
obtainable, and our papers are full of 
articles on ways and means of providing 
work for the unemployed. This same con- 
tract which your article dealt with in 1913 
ia still under construction by German 
workmen. The unfortunate part of your 
article was that it was a gross misstate- 
ment of facts, written by one evidently 
not familiar with this subject. It was 
un-American, unfair, and misleading. 

If you will refer to the last page in 
Leslie's Weekly of Jan. 7 you will see a 
photograph aud brief outline of the result 
of this transaction, on which yourerticle 
boasted of the saving to the government. 
The machinery has collapsed, owing, very 
likely, to the German firm furnishing in- 
ferior equipment. 

If you are interested in making an edi- 
torial on this policy of buying machinery 
abroad and wish to use the influence of 
your publication to counteract, so far as 
it can, such policy, the writer could fur- 
nish you. with quite complete information 
relative to this entire transaction.. I do 
not consider it a matter of politica, be- 
cause the same thing was done by this 
administration and previous ones. Fur- 
ther, I do not fee! that it is a criticism on 
the canal officials; it was their duty to 
build the canal as cheaply as possible. It 
is @ fault in our laws which permit of 
auch practices.

DYING AS RESULT 
OF LAW'S ERROR 


Joseph Macaluso, Taken 

Back to Italy for Crime 
He Did Not Commit, 
Near Death Here. 


HIS FAMILY IN WANT. 


Joseph Macaluso lay dying in the Co- 
lumbus Extension hospital last night, the 
innocent victim of the legal machinery 
of the governments of the United States 
Macaluso’s wife and two 
daughters—Angelina, who is 14 years old, 
and Maggie, who is 2—are poverty strick- 
en in their little three room home at 848 
Cambridge avenue, 

Several years ago Macaluso and his 
wife came to thie country from Italy. 
Macaluso became foreman of a gang of 
laborers and was prosperous in a small 
way. He displayed talents that bade fair 
to make him a pillar of society in Lit- 


Suddenly the arm of the Italian gov- 
ernment reached across the sea and put | 
an end to Macaluso’s dreams, He was 
arrested and extradited, charged with 
the murder of a boy, Eduardo Di Mar- 
tini, at Priezi, Palermo, Italy, Oct. 16, 
1905. The arrest was made Jan. 13, 1912, 
more than four years after the crime was 


Consul Files Complaint. 

The complaint was filed in Chivago by 
Count Luigi Provana dei Sabbione, act- 
ing consul for the Italian government, 
and the state department ordered Maca- 
huso’s extradition on recommendation of 
Commissioner Mark Foot. Salvatore 
Pecorari was sent to Italy with Macaluse 
on the same charge. 

Altogether the two men spent nearly 
two years in jail. When the case finally 
came to a hearing in Italy it was shown 
that neither man wae implicated in the 
They were released, but the 
Italian government refused to pay their 
fare back to America. 

Macaluso and Pecorari returned to Chi- 
cago last May. Friends and charitable 
organizations in this city advanced the 
necessary funds. 

Only one thing marred the reunion be- 
tween Macaluso and his family. Months 
of confinement in prison here and in 
Italy had shattered his health. He had 
contracted tuberculosis and was no longer 
able vo work. 

Called “Terrible Travesty.” 
“The whole case is a terrible travesty 
of justice,” said Attorney Marshall E. 
Gallion, who represented Macaluso at 

time of the extradition proceedings. 

„ Macaluso has been broken on the wheel 
for a crime he never committed.”
